
Council give extra £10,000 
to Hub youth club in error 
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THE town council granted £10,000 more than 
agreed to The Hub youth club in Lyme Regis 
without anyone picking up on the mistake 
during the budget-setting process, members 
were told at last week’s meeting. 

The town council entered into a three-year Service 
Level Agreement with The Hub to give the facility 
£10,000 a year, which was due to expire in March 
2013. However, a fourth payment of £10,000 was paid 
after being included in the current financial year’s 
budget with no one picking up on the fact that the 
agreement had expired. 

Town clerk John Wright reported the mistake at last 
week’s Strategy & Policy Committee meeting as 
councillors started to consider the budget strategy for 
the 2015/16 financial year. 

His report stated: “Although there was no formal 
agreement from the council to continue funding, it 
was included in the 2014/15 budget. It is therefore 
suggested we include this in the 2015/16 budget and 
extend it to March 2016.” 

Mr Wright explained that he had assumed the agree¬ 
ment with the Hub would expire at the same time as 
similar agreements with the Woodmead Halls and 
Marine Theatre, in March 2016, but this had obvi- 
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ously not been the case. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she was “very con¬ 
cerned” that the money had been paid without an 
agreement from the council, adding that she had tried 
to question the grant several times last year but every¬ 
one had told her it was to carry on. 

Councillor George Symonds said that if the council 
had paid the Hub £10,000 more than was agreed they 
should ask for it to be paid back. 

Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the Strategy & 
Policy Committee, commented: “I don’t think that 


would be fair. It was a mistake on our part and they 
have had the money in good faith, just as other organ¬ 
isations we support have.” 

The town clerk pointed out that if the grant had been 
discussed last year after it expired, councillors would 
have been likely to approve a further £10,000. 

He added: “We paid it in good faith and they prob¬ 
ably took it in good faith. To take £10,000 from an 
organisation like the Hub, I don’t know there ac¬ 
counts but it would probably collapse it.” 

Councillor Ellis argued that just because the council 
had paid the extra £10,000 didn’t mean they had to 
continue granting it in future years. 

“These groups need to become more self-suffi¬ 
cient,” she added.

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JOHN Antell has been Mayor of Dorchester on 
two occasions, has been involved with a num¬ 
ber of local community organisations and has 
lived in the Dorchester area for all of his life, 
apart from his surface years. 

He is related to Thomas Hardy through his 
great-grandfather, also called John Antell, who 
was born in 1816 and who married Mary Hands 
the younger sister of Jemima Hardy nee Hands, 
the mother of Thomas Hardy. 

This week Mr Antell stood down as chair of the 
Dorchester - Lubbecke Society after 13 years 
and by his own admission is now winding down 
the number of groups he is involved with. 


• WHERE were you born? 

I was born in Puddletown High Street in 1931, I'm 
told it was during a thunderstorm. My father was a 
gardener at Athelhampton and my mother was in 
service at Athelhampton Hall. 

• WHAT was your first job? 

I joined the Navy at the age of 15. It was a hard ap¬ 
prenticeship, something which teenagers today 
wouldn't put up with. I started out at Gosport and 
eventually joined the North Sea flotilla just after the 
war. I came out in 1956, just before the Suez crisis 
and fully expected to be recalled, but it didn't hap¬ 
pen. 

• JUST how difficult was it? 

As a lower deck rating it could be horrible. I remem¬ 
ber having a Petty Officer stand over me on Whirl¬ 
wind and make sure the scrubbing I was doing was 
up to scratch. If it wasn't I would have to start all over 
again. I also remember being in Scotland in the win¬ 
ter at 6am being told to roll up my trousers and take 
of my shoes and being forced to scrub the foc'sle 
until it was spotless. I couldn't feel my feet by the 
time I had finished. 

• BUT there must also have been more enjoy¬ 
able times for a young man? 

Oh yes, you really did see the world. I've been to 
Gibraltar, Malta, North Italy we even once went up 
through the Alps to Austria, there was also Cyprus, 
Rhodes, Egypt and the Suez Canal. 

• WAS there any question about returning to 
the Dorchester area once you were discharged? 
No, not really. I came back and worked for Parsons 
for a while and then at County Hall where I worked 
initially in the department dealing with school 
meals, then school health and finally planning 
where I finished up when I was 60. 

• APART from your work did you also became in¬ 
volved in other ways while at County Hall? 

Yes, I became involved with union work and finished 
upas vice-chairman of Nalgo and as welfare officer. 
I was also on theTrades Council and the South West 
TUC. I had long been interested in politics and 
joined the Labour Party. 

• THAT must have been quite a rarity when you 
stood as a councillor? 



When I started with West Dorset District Council I 
was the only Labour councillor on the executive 
committee and from there I went on to the town 
council where I was also very much in the minority, 
but by the time I came off West Dorset our numbers 
had grown and I was leader of the group. 

• AND did you also serve as Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester? 

Twice - in 1994 and 1999.1 really enjoyed it, it en¬ 
abled you to get out and about and meet people 
behind many of our wonderful town organisations. 

• IS that how your association with the Dorch- 
ester-Lubbecke society started? 

Yes, I volunteered to represent the town council on 
the society. I am a staunch supporter of the EU and 
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in favour of links between towns and people in Eu¬ 
rope and very much enjoyed visiting Lubbecke 
where we have made many friends over the years. I 
used to attend the meetings regularly and became 
chairman 13 years ago. But I've now decided to 
stand down. We need to rebuild with some younger 
members and revitalise the link. The society owes a 
lot to former secretary Joan Woolcock and to Tess 
James who has now taken over. 

We can learn a lot from Germany. Generally their 
standard of living is higher than ours and they seem 
to welcome the link with us. We had a group over in 
Dorchester last year to celebrate the 40th anniver¬ 
sary. 

• ARE you also giving up some of your other 
roles? 

I've got to the age now where it's time to slow down. 
My health isn't what it once was and it's not so easy 
to get about any more. I've served on a number of 
organisations including the youth committee, arts 
groups and the Unison retired members group, but 
this being Dorchester I am sure there will be others 
who will take on some of the roles. 

• YOU must have seen lots of changes in Dorch¬ 
ester over the years - what do you think about 
some of those? 

There has been some big changes. I used to have an 
allotment on what is now the County Hospital and 
when Poundbury was farm fields. I like Poundbury, 
I think it's been good for the town and I was 
amongst the first to participate when the idea was 
first suggested. The town is much bigger and has 
more variety of shops and other attractions than it 
used to have - but we still haven't really made the 
best of some of our historical links. 

On the political side I've mellowed but the Labour 
party is still active in Dorchester and I will still offer 
my support where I can. 
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'It was never our intention to open cemetery to cyclists' 


FOLLOWING weeks of controversy and backlash 
from the public against new bylaws, a town council¬ 
lor has said it was “never the intention” to allow 
skateboarding and cycling on Marine Parade or in the 
town’s cemetery, as both areas are already covered by 
orders which overrule bylaws. 

Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the town’s 
Strategy & Policy Committee, released a statement 
this week after outcry over the decision to allow 
skateboarding and cycling on the seafront and in the 
cemetery resulted in opposing councillors submitting 
a request to rescind the decision, which will be con¬ 
sidered at the full council meeting on November 19th. 

Public backlash also escalated to the point when a 
professionally-printed “Wanted” poster was placed 
on railings at Cobb Gate naming councillors for com¬ 
mitting “crimes against Lyme Regis”. 

Councillor Gage explained that several of the coun¬ 
cil’s open spaces were grouped together when creat¬ 
ing the new bylaws to keep them as brief and simple 
as possible, but it was not the council’s intention to 
actually allow skateboarding and cycling in the ceme¬ 
tery or on Marine Parade, as both areas were covered 
by orders which overruled the bylaws, meaning the

activities would never be allowed in these areas. 

He wrote: “I would like to clarify a number of issues 
behind the council’s decision to send draft bylaws to 
the secretary of state for consideration, prior to a re¬ 
scinding motion to reverse this decision being con¬ 
sidered at the next full council meeting. 

“It is clear from some press coverage and comment 
on social media that a number of specific points in 
the intentions of the council have been misunderstood 
or misconstrued. 

“Our draft bylaws had been considered at length at 
a number of working party meetings held over the last 
two years. The meetings were open to all councillors 
to attend. The approach of the working party was to 
use draft texts provided by central government, to 
keep the bylaws as simple as possible, to address 
known problems, and to keep them Tight of touch’ in 
order that they stood some chance of being easy to 
follow by the general public, visitors and residents 
alike, and that they were enforceable.

“They must have known somewhere in their paper¬ 
work that the agreement ended in 2013 and they have 
had an extra year. If they wanted more they should 
have come to us and asked and they didn’t, so I think 
it should finish.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said she was 
in favour of supporting the Hub again in the upcom¬ 
ing financial year but she agreed it should be through 
a formal agreement. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady argued against Councillor 
Ellis’ comment regarding the facility becoming “self- 
sufficient”, adding: “I don’t think that’s ever going to 
happen. This is a hugely important facility in the town 
and we should continue to support it.” 

Councillor Gage added that the Hub did carry out a 
lot of work to find additional income elsewhere but 
he did not think the facility could survive without 
funding from the town council, especially with the in¬ 
creasing pressure of funding cuts at Dorset County 
Council. 
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“It may be able to limp on but they wouldn’t be able 
to do all the things they have done with the fabric of 
the building,” he continued. 

“I think some members would be amazed by the 
amount the fabric has been improved since it re¬ 
opened.” 

Councillor Ellis argued: “Just because the county 
and district are making cuts doesn’t mean we have to 
pick up the slack. We can’t pay for everything.” 

She added that she would be happy for the council 
to continue to pay the annual grant if there was a stip¬ 
ulation that it was spent on the fabric of the building. 
However, Councillor Lucy Campbell argued against 
this, adding that it was revenue grants that the facility 
most needed. 

Commenting on the mistake of paying the additional 
£10,000, she continued: “It was a big oversight on our 
part but if you asked me last year, and if you ask me 
any year, I will say we should still be supporting the 
Hub because it’s such an important facility for the 
young people of this town.” 

No decisions were made on next year’s budget, but 
discussions will be taken into account before present¬ 
ing the 2015/16 budget to members at a meeting on 
December 10th. 
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“On the issue of ceme¬ 
teries and what is or 
would be allowed within 
them; it was never the in¬ 
tention to open up the 
cemeteries to cyclists, etc. 

It is not within the gift of 
the council to do so as 
cemeteries are covered by 
the Local Authorities 
Cemeteries Order Act 
1977, which takes prece¬ 
dence over any local 
bylaw. With this knowl¬ 
edge, the draft bylaws 
used the same wording 
for other areas as the 
cemeteries. This followed the objective of keeping 
the text as brief as possible. 

“To be absolutely clear, those councillors who voted 
in favour of the draft bylaws did not and do not sup¬ 
port anyone being able to cycle or skate in our ceme¬ 
tery. 

“Regarding Marine Parade, as with cemeteries, we 
were aware that a traffic regulation order was in 
place, which would take precedence over any bylaws 
we adopted, and as this precluded cycling, there was 
no intention to allow this on the parade. Although it 
was the view of the majority of the working group 
that the small number of people who currently cycle 
on the parade were not causing a problem, it was the 


view of the majority of the working group that this 
was a better approach than an outright ban across all 
areas. 

“It was very clear throughout the working party 
meetings and when the bylaws were considered at the 
Strategy and Policy Committee and then finally at full 
council that, once the drafts had been committed 
upon by the office of the Secretary of State, that local 
consultation would take place before any motion to 
adopt the drafts was considered by the council. I am 
on record as having given this assurance. 

“It is truly unfortunate that some have thought it ac¬ 
ceptable to put factually inaccurate comments online 
and in the press and to run a campaign of misinfor¬ 
mation against the councillors who voted in favour 
of the draft bylaws, which culminated in the quite 
outrageous and not very funny poster that was placed 
at the bottom of town last week. 

“As I have said on a number of occasions in council 
meetings and outside, I am more than happy to dis¬ 
cuss the draft byelaws with anyone who may wish.” 
■ WHEN councillors voted on the new bylaws at the 
October full council meeting - passing those which 
included he council’s open spaces six votes to five - 
the overruling Cemeteries Order Act and the traffic 
regulation order were not mentioned by councillors. 
However, the View From Lyme Regis reported on Oc¬ 
tober 29th that any permission for cycling and skate¬ 
boarding in the cemetery was likely to be overruled 
by the Cemeteries Order Act.

UK's first tri-council partnership agreed 


THE country’s first tri-council partnership has been 
agreed by Weymouth & Portland Borough Council, 
North Dorset District Council and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The ground-breaking partnership proposal will see 
the councils share a single workforce and chief exec¬ 
utive, saving £6million by 2020. 

Under the plan, each council would remain inde¬ 
pendent and equal. This means each council would 
have its own councillors, who will continue to make 
local decisions about services. Each council would 
continue to set its own budget, council tax and main¬ 
tain its separate identity and sovereignty. 

The creation of a tri-council partnership includes 
the proposal for a single workforce serving all three 
authorities. Office accommodation and ICT systems 
would be streamlined and shared to increase effi¬ 
ciency. 

The tri-council partnership would serve more than 
235,000 people and cover more than half the shire 
county of Dorset. 

Cllr Mike Byatt, Chairman of the Management 
Committee at Weymouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The tri-council partnership is innovative 
and ambitious, and will ensure we are in the best pos¬ 
sible position to protect front-line services in the face 
of reductions to local government funding.” 

“Together the three councils will have a stronger 
voice and have more influence locally and nationally 
and potentially be able to attract more investment 
through the local enterprise partnership and secure 


more private investment as part of economic growth 
plans.” 

Cllr Deborah Croney, Leader of North Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “This is a landmark decision that 
will protect and improve services for the future pro¬ 
viding an unlimited number of opportunities that will 
be of great benefit to residents.” 

Cllr Robert Gould, leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: “I’m delighted all three councils have 
agreed to the partnership. 

“The three councils have a strong record of partner¬ 
ship and transformation in the face of continuing fi¬ 
nancial pressures. 

“The challenging agenda of change in local govern¬ 
ment requires new ways of working to secure best 
possible finances and new partnerships to deliver 
local services.” 

Government funding to all three councils has been 
reduced by more than 50 per cent in the five years up 
to 2015/2016. Reductions are likely to continue re¬ 
gardless of which political party forms future Gov¬ 
ernments. 

A successful partnership between West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council has been running since 2011 and has already 
saved some £9million. 

The councils have already secured £600,000 from 
the 2014/15 Government’s Transformation Challenge 
Award Fund for agreeing to share a chief executive, 
and the councils have bid for an additional £1.5mil- 
lion from the fund’s 2015/16 pot. 


Two fire authorities agree to potential merger 


Dorset Fire Authority (DFA) last week unanimously 
approved a potential combination with Wiltshire & 
Swindon Fire Authority. 

Eight residents'forums, a business forum and one 
volunteer sector forum have been held in Dorset 
throughout the consultation period. 

The results of the resident's forums show that the 
most popular choice by an overwhelming majority 
was to merge with Wiltshire & Swindon Fire Author¬ 
ity to create a single Combined Fire Authority while 
also collaborating with Bourne-mouth, Dorset, 
Poole, Wiltshire Swindon Borough Councils. 

The Wiltshire and Swindon Fire Authority met on 
Tuesday, November 11 th to make their decision. 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Authority, Cllr Rebecca 
Knox said: "I am delighted that members have 
unanimously supported the proposed combina¬ 
tion. 

"We have a fantastic fire and rescue service in 
Dorset and I know the authority wants to do what¬ 
ever it can to ensure the Service continues to keep 
the communities of Dorset safe." 

She added:"Although this decision does not solve 
all our financial pressures, it means we can continue 
to provide you with a great service, and also that we 
can make larger financial savings. 


"I am very appreciative of the time given by mem¬ 
bers of the community to have their say in the con¬ 
sultation. It was extremely important to the 
authority to have the views of the people it serves 
when making this decision." 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter said: "I am very 
pleased that Fire Authority members have agreed 
to a potential combination with Wiltshire & Swin¬ 
don Fire Authority. 

"The potential budget deficit faced by Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service in 2017/18 ranges between 
£2.3million and £3.2million.The potential combina¬ 
tion with Wiltshire Fire and Rescue means savings 
of between £4million and £6million. 

He added: "I am extremely grateful to the mem¬ 
bers of our communities who took time to partici¬ 
pate in the consultation. If we have a positive 
outcome from the Wiltshire and Swindon meeting 
next week, my officers and staff will work very 
closely with their Wiltshire counterparts to ensure 
a safe, strong and sustainable fire and rescue service 
for the whole community." 

The intention would be for the new combined fire 
authority would come into being from 1st April 
2016. 
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Skatepark consultation should have 
been held earlier, argues councillor 


LYME Regis Town Council held a public consulta¬ 
tion event on its long-awaited plans for a skatepark 
in Charmouth Road car park on Monday. 

The consultation was held in the Jubilee Pavilion 
on Marine Parade and gave residents the chance to 
view the plans, which have already been submitted to 
West Dorset District Council, and to ask questions to 
councillors and representatives of design company 
Wheelscape. 

However, the event did not receive the support of 
all councillors, as one argued there was no point in 
holding a public consultation after the plans had been 
submitted. 

Speaking at last week’s Strategy & Policy Commit¬ 
tee meeting, town and district councillor George 
Symonds asked why the event had not been held be¬ 
fore a planning application had been submitted. 

“You’re not taking ideas on board, you’re just 
telling people what’s been done? What if someone 
came up with a really good idea for a skatepark? We 
couldn’t include it now because the plans have al¬ 
ready been submitted,” he said.

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who has been fronting 
the campaign for a skatepark for many years, said 
they had been consulting the public for years on the 
project, adding that neighbouring residents had been 
invited to meetings and young people had given their 
input on the design.

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THE names of 15 fallen soldiers from Lyme Regis, 
only recently discovered thanks to extensive re¬ 
search, were read out for the first time at a packed 
Remembrance service in St Michael’s Parish 
Church on Sunday. 

The names of the 15 men, who all died in the First 
World War, were discovered by Royal British Le¬ 
gion Lyme Regis branch member, Vernon Ratten- 
bury, 100 years after the conflict started and were 
added to the roll of honour, along with 59 others, 
read by branch chairman David Manners at Sun¬ 
day’s service. 

Remembrance commemorations in the town 
started on Saturday morning when wreath-laying 
services were held in the pouring rain at the HMS 
Formidable and Commonwealth War graves in the 
cemetery and at the Polish War Memorial on An- 
ning Road, where the Polish national anthem was 
sung. 

On Sunday morning a military parade was led 
down Broad Street to the parish church. Fronting 
the procession was Royal British Legion standard 
bearer John Hunt followed by serving and retired 
members of the Armed Forces from Lyme Regis, 
Royal British Legion members, drummer Warren 
Jones, the Woodroffe School’s Combined Cadet 
Force and head boy and girl, and representatives of 
the lifeboat crew, police, fire crew, coastguards, 
Rotary Club of Lyme Regis, Lyme Regis Ma¬ 
jorettes, Lyme Regis Town Band and the Royal Vol¬ 
untary Service. 

The procession was watched outside the Guildhall 
by the civic party, including the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Sally Holman; Mayoress Jane 
Whittington; Deputy Mayor Councillor Anita 
Williams; macebearers Colin Barker and Derek 
Hallett; town crier Alan Vian; and councillors 
Michaela Ellis and Chris Clipson. 

There was standing room only for the service in

St Michael’s led by the Reverend Jane Skinner with 
the lesson read by the mayor, prayers by the Baptist 
Church padre the Reverend Chris Woodman and the 
sermon by the Reverend Keith Vivian who con¬ 
trasted the number of young men who died in the 
First World War with those of a similar age repre¬ 
senting the Armed Forces in the congregation. 

The Exhortation and Kohima Epitaph were read 
by Royal British Legion branch president, Cecil 
Quick. 

Following the service, the procession marched 
past the war memorial in Monmouth Street and con¬ 
tinued to the Square at the bottom of Broad Street, 
where those taking part were thanked by the mayor 
and Mr Manners. 

On Armistice Day (Tuesday), a short service and 
two-minute’s silence was held at the war memorial 
again conducted by the Reverend Skinner. 

Wreaths were laid by the mayor and Mr Manners, 
the Last Post was played by Lyme Regis Town 
Band’s principal cornetist Denis Bye, and the Ex¬ 
hortation and Kohima Epitaph were delivered again 
by Legion president Mr Quick. 

Remembrance commemorations were also held on 
Sunday in Charmouth. A procession was led down 
The Street by the standard bearer of the Royal 
British Legion Charmouth branch (Women’s Sec¬ 
tion), followed by members of the parish council, 
the 1st Charmouth Brownies, 1st Charmouth Scout 
Group and representatives of the local police, fire 
crew and Royal Voluntary Service. 

A short service and wreath laying was held at the 
village war memorial before the procession moved 
on to St Andrew’s Church.

Christmas shopping

Villagers form action group after 
phone line and broadband cut off 


ANGRY villagers from Monkton Wyld, near Lyme 
Regis, have formed an action group after the com¬ 
munity has been without a phone line or broadband 
since mid-October. 

Residents who have formed the Monkton Wyld 
Cut Off Group hope to put pressure on British Tele¬ 
com (BT) to repair the line which was broken during 
high winds last month. 

The group claims that BT have been difficult to 
contact, and when contacted villagers have been 
given incorrect information by BT employees who 
didn't seem to know what was happening. 

Over a dozen lines in the small village are not 
working, affecting more than 35 people and four 
businesses, including the educational charity at 
Monkton Wyld Court, which employs 16 people. 

The telephone line was broken on October 17th 
and reported to BT the following morning. BT first 
informed villagers the line would be repaired by Oc¬ 
tober 23rd and then changed the date to October 
30th but no action has yet been taken. Since then vil-

th. Were all councillors aware of this 
when the bylaws were originally dis¬ 
cussed and why was this not made 
clear at that meeting? 

We have a transcript of that meet¬ 
ing and there was certainly no men¬ 
tion of it. 

It would have saved a great deal of 
angst on behalf of the people of Lyme 
had this been highlighted when the 
bylaws were being debated. 

The admission by Councillor Gage 
that there was never any intention of 
allowing skateboarding and cycling 
along the seafront will certainly take 
the heat out of next week’s meeting 
when a rescinding motion, signed by 
six councillors, is due to be tabled. 

In view of the above, it’s going to be 
a very short meeting. Following 
Councillor’s Gage’s statement, per¬ 
haps it would be best if the rescind¬ 
ing motion is withdrawn. 

The bylaws still have to go before 
the Government and more consulta¬ 
tion is likely to take place in the fu¬ 
ture. 

On the issue of skateboarding, a 


consultation day was held in the Ju¬ 
bilee Pavilion this week and I under¬ 
stand the Skatepark Group, led by 
Councillor Lucy Campbell, was gen¬ 
erally pleased with the response from 
the public to their plans which have 
recently been submitted to West 
Dorset District Council for approval. 

Following my comments in this col¬ 
umn a couple of weeks ago concern¬ 
ing the funding of the £150,000 project, 
I have, predictably, been accused of 
being anti-skatepark. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Indeed, in that same column I 
praised the council for their determi¬ 
nation to deliver this long-awaited fa¬ 
cility for the youngsters of the town. 

My only grouse is that the town 
council is financing the complete cost 
when all other towns in West Dorset 
and across the Devon border have 
sought and received grant aid from 
the National Lottery and district au¬ 
thorities. 

This newspaper has consistently 
supported the skatepark project and 
has devoted more column inches to 
the council’s endeavours than any 
other publication. 

The council have made their deci¬ 
sion and will stick to it and I would 
just like to make it crystal that I hope 
the skatepark becomes a reality as 
soon as possible and that the kids of 
Lyme get much pleasure from it for 
years to come. 

I don’t think I can be more clear 
than that. 


Guildhall Gossip 


■ MORE raised eyebrows in the Guild¬ 
hall last week when the council admit¬ 
ted it had given £10,000 to The Hub 
youth club - by mistake. 

The council had entered into a three- 
year agreement to give The Hub 
£10,000 for each year. 

Unfortunately, they were given an¬ 
other £10,000 in error. 

Apparently, The Hub is not able to re¬ 
turn the money because it is spent.This 
being the case, the council decided to 
sweep the matter under the carpet be¬ 
cause there was every likelihood that 
they would approve an application for 
further support. 

Nobody, I am sure, will be too upset in 
giving The Hub further financial support 
in addition to the £90,000 they have al¬ 
ready received from town council cof¬ 
fers. I am told it is very popular among 
young people and is providing an excel¬ 
lent meeting place for a number of 
youth related groups. 

But a couple of questions need to be 
answered: 

1) Can the council actually give away 
public money without a proposition to 
do so? 

2) If you discovered an additional

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Local portrait painter visits art group 


THIS week saw Gregory Wellman demonstrating 
portraiture with a totally different subject to the 
elephant picture created last year for members of 
Lyme Regis Art Society. 

Gregory, born in Lyme Regis and educated at 
Woodroffe School, now lives in Devon. A highly 
talented portrait painter both of people and ani¬ 
mals, he started painting in 1991 and last year re¬ 
ceived a medal for “Best in Show” at the annual 
exhibition of work by The Association of Animal 
Artists. He runs painting workshops and also 
paints safaris in Tanzania. 

For his demonstration he worked from a photo¬ 
graph of an Italian bride with her father, talking 
members through the process step-by-step and in¬ 
troducing them to Trace-Down carbon papers, a 
sheet of which was secured to a canvas board, 
primed in a blend of blues and purples mix. Im¬ 
portant shapes and areas of dark and light were 
outlined and reproduced on the canvas-this time, 
in white although black and coloured versions of 
the tracing paper are also available. 

Once these outlines were in place, Gregory cre¬ 
ated the soft skin tones, the shadows and the high¬ 
lights of the original photograph using a limited 
palette of acrylic paint. He kept the colour version 
of the photograph as reference but pinned it up at 
a distance to avoid getting too involved with detail. 

Working on areas of similar tones with a wide 
brush to feather the edges of the paint he allowed 



spatters of white yellow and orange paint to create 
the effect of light sparkles and the final touches of 
white to the bride’s headdress completed a lovely 
record of a happy occasion. 

Demonstrations are held on alternate Tuesday af¬ 
ternoons in the Woodmead Halls, from 2pm to 
4pm with four workshops a year at Lyme Regis 
Football Club. The next will be Michael Lawes on 
November 18th with a demonstration entitled 
“Harbour Scene with Reflections in Pastels”.

Questions raised over Monmouth House 


■ LYME Regis town councillor Mark 
Gage has been reported as saying in 
the recent council debate about the 
management of Monmouth House 
funds by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust that "in other areas of their ac¬ 
counts things are ring-fenced correctly" 
{Trust accounts are "murky and dark 
cave", council told, View From Lyme Regis, 
October 15th). 

Is he saying that just in the context of 
The Hub, where his links have been de¬ 
clared? Or is he saying it in the context 
of all other areas managed by LRDT? 

Given his use of the term "areas", we 
can assume the latter, or at least more 
than just The Hub... which raises inter¬ 
esting questions. 

If what he says is true, how does he 
know? If he has seen a full set of LRDT 
accounts with project-level detail, why 
has he not shared them with fellow 
councillors? Or, if his has been a privi¬ 
leged viewing of such accounts, has he 
declared to council the wider role 


within LRDT that affords him the privi¬ 
lege? 

Also, if what he says is true, and no 
Monmouth House money has indeed 
gone past ring-fences into, say, Ly- 
meNET or the Fossil Festival or the 
study centre project, where has it 
gone? 

No one has disputed that at least 
£10,000 has gone somewhere. No-one 
has thus far explained or countered the 
plausible suggestion that bigger sums 
are involved. 

Regardless of the actual sum, if Coun¬ 
cillor Gage cannot in fact verify that no 
money held by LRDT has crossed proj¬ 
ect ring fences, has he misled not only 
council, but also the public? 

It would seem that the public needs 
transparency not only from LRDT, as 
has been requested by council, but also 
from councillors themselves who have 
links with LRDT.

Cranefly / Leatherjacket Alert 


GARDENERS and lawn-owners 
need to be aware that once again 
this autumn there has been a larger 
than usual emergence of cranefly 
tipula paludosa (or daddy-long¬ 
legs), which give rise to the lawn¬ 
damaging "leatherjacket" (so called 
because of the 'leatherjacket' skins 
left behind as the fly emerge from 
the pupae.) 

The adult cranefly emerge over a 
period during September/October, 
seek out a mate, the females lay up 
to three hundred eggs each in the 
lawn, then die. From then on it is all 
about survival of the eggs and 
hatchlings. Last year's mild winter 
and wet season produced plentiful 
lush grass and this created a popu¬ 
lation surge due to a very high sur¬ 
vival rate of the juvenile larvae. Wet 
periods help wash the eggs down 
into a more protected positon. Wet 
lawns generally mean they also 
aren't mown quite so often to dis¬ 
turb the fly and the incubation. It is 
often thought that this is frequently 
why one lawn can be ravaged and 
the lawn right next to it is relatively 
unscathed. 

These young larvae commence 
feeding on grass roots and the kind 
of damage this causes can be very 
evident from quite early in the 
spring, even late winter, when it is 
mild. They are quite capable of sur¬ 
viving the cold and burrow deep to 
avoid freezing, but protracted 
frozen ground reduces survival 
rates, and it is a few seasons since 
we experienced that. 

It is thought that declining bird 
populations are also contributing to 


this population increase, since 
flocks of starlings feasting on a lar¬ 
vae hatch is an increasingly rare 
sight. Unfortunately badgers are 
also very enthusiastic about the 
leatherjacket larvae and will bull¬ 
doze a lawn as they seek them out. 

Come Spring the larvae rapidly in¬ 
crease in size, appetite and lawn- 
root consumption.To avoid causing 
severe damage on lawns, early vig¬ 
ilance is required. At this time the 
grass itself is typically growing 
slowly and is well-watered. It can 
survive quite well with a damaged 
root system. As the spring turns to 
summer however, the grass metab¬ 
olism speeds up and water and nu¬ 
trients are used in increasing 
quantities as the grass plant devel¬ 
ops. It is now when the damage be¬ 
comes rapidly evident, appearing 
initially as yellowing patches with 
increasing areas of dead grass 
which can spread across the entire 


lawn. They are quite capable of dec¬ 
imating a lawn to the point where it 
needs complete replacement. 

The larvae then pupate in late 
summer, in preparation for the next 
generation of cranefly. 

If you are concerned about crane- 
fly populations you may have seen 
in September/October or think you 
may have issues with leatherjackets 
the Greenthumb Lawn-care Service 
can pay your lawn a free-no-oblig- 
ation visit and advise you on a 
course of action. 

Early intervention is necessary as 
the grass will recover from minor 
damage, but frequently needs to be 
completely re-laid or re-seeded if 
leatherjackets are left unchecked, at 
far greater expense. A stitch in 
time...!

Make it yourself... 

Autumn Vegetable Tagine 


NOVEMBER is when the slow cooking and 
casserole season really kicks off. Why not try a 
delicious, alternative Moroccan classic, slightly 
sweet, fragrant with a real flavour hit. This is 
the tagine we are currently serving at the 
restaurant, using the best local and seasonal 
produce available now. This dish can we pre¬ 
pared in advance and re-heated, it keeps well 
as contains no animal products. 

Serves 6 



Method 

PLACE the Tagine or saucepan 
on a medium heat, add a good 
50ml olive oil and the diced 
onion, cook the onion for 3 
minutes then add the garlic, 
ginger and chilli. Cook and stir 
for a further 3 minutes. 

Add the spices and tomato 
paste, stir well and cook for 1 
minute. Add the celery , leek, 
carrots, thyme and preserved 
lemon, cook for four to five 
minutes, stiring well to coat the 
vegetables with the spices. 


Add the butternut squash, stir 
and cook for a further 3 min¬ 
utes, then add the stock, stir 
well and bring theTagine to the 
boil. Turn the heat down to a 
gentle simmer, cover and sim¬ 
mer for 15 minutes. 

Add the parsnip and apricots, 
season well and simmer for a 
further 15 minutes.NB if you are 
using a Tagine dish, this part of 
the cooking can be done in a 
gentle oven....30 minutes at 
150 Cd reserve for use. When 
ready to serve the dish, put 3 
tablespoons in each tapas dish, 


Ingredients 

• Olive oil for cooking 

• 2 medium onions, diced 

• 4 cloves garlic, fine chopped 

• 2cm fresh ginger root, fine chopped 

• 2 small chillies, seeded and fine chopped 

• 2 level dessert spoons of mixed ground cumin, 
coriander and fennel 

• 1 dessert spoon good quality tomato puree 

• 2 sticks celery, cut finely 

• 1 medium leek, washed and sliced into 1 cm chunks 

• 3 good sized carrots, peeled and cut into 1cm 
square chunks 

• 1 preserved lemon, cut finely (OPTIONAL) 

• 1 small to medium butternut squash (500 gm) 
peeled, seeded and cut into 1 cm square chunks 

• 2 medium parsnips (300gms) peeled and cut into 

• 1cm square chunks 

• 600ml Vegetable stock 

• 2 Good sprigs thyme 

• 150gm, dried, but "ready to eat" apricots 

• Sea salt and ground pepper to season. 

Equipment needed 

• a good sized tagine or saucepan 

carefully place a goat's cheese 
round on top and bake in a pre¬ 
heated oven at 170 Degrees C 
for 10 minutes or until the 
goat's cheese is glazed and the 
tomato chowder is bubbling. 
Ideally serve with freshly made 
bread.

Tunisian orange and pistachio cake 


THIS rich full flavoured treat has a course texture 
and a deep nutty flavour. It is delicious as a plain 
cake or can be seeped with the juice of more or¬ 
anges and a little sugar, then warmed up and 
served with ice cream, or lashings of clotted 
cream! Like all good cakes, bake at a "slow and 
low"temperature; 150°C. 


Serves 10 



Ingredients 

• 4 medium eggs 

• 250gm caster sugar 

• 125gm melted unsalted butter 

• 125gm virgin olive oil 

• 2 oranges (finely zested) 

• 250gm ground pistachio (I did this in a 
magi-mix) 

• 70gm polenta 

• 125gm plain flour 

• V/i heaped teaspoons baking powder 

• Juice 2 oranges, 50gm caster sugar and a 
good pinch of cinnamon powder to seep 
the cake 


Equipment needed 

• A 20cm spring form cake tin and a food 
processor to grind the pistachios. 


Method 

PREHEAT oven to150°C. 

Grease and line a 20cm spring 
form cake tin with baking parch¬ 
ment 

Firstly beat together the eggs 
and caster sugar until thick and 
creamy. Slowly add the melted 
butter, then the olive oil, don't 
worry if the mixture splits a little, 
as the dry ingredients will bring 


the mix back together. Add the 
orange zest. 

Mix together the ground pista¬ 
chio, polenta, plain flour and bak¬ 
ing powder; slowly fold into the 
wet ingredients. 

Transfer the mix to the pre¬ 
pared cake tin and bake for 50-60 
minutes at 150°C. The cake 
should have doubled in size and 
be firm to touch. 

Cool cake for 30 minutes after 


baking. 

Orange drizzle (optional) 

Place the orange juice and 
50gm sugar in a small pan. Heat 
gently to first dissolve the sugar, 
and reduce the liquid by one 
third until just thickening to a 
syrup. 

Using a skewer make 100 or so 
fine holes into the cake. Slowly 
and evenly spoon on the orange 
syrup so the cake absorbs it all.

DORCHESTER THANKSGIVING PARTY 

Dorset County Museum holds Fundraising event to celebrate new links with Dorset Massachusetts 


DORSET County Museum is cur¬ 
rently working on a major refur¬ 
bishment and development 
project to improve its galleries 
and collections storage facilities 
and to increase access to the 
public. Part of the project in¬ 
volves fundraising and increasing 
the profile of the Museum at 
home and abroad. 

An important part of Dorset's 
heritage is its connection with 
early settlers in the United States. 
The Museum is keen to establish 
links with American organisa¬ 
tions interested in the history of 
those who travelled under the 
guidance of the Revd. John White 
of Dorchester. The Museum owns 
John White's Rectory in Colliton 
Street which will be restored as 
part of the project.

places like Dorchester in Massa¬ 
chusetts, one of the original land¬ 
ing points of English settlers. 

Fundraising Team Leader, David 
Taylor said, "We have found links 
from Dorset families to the great¬ 
grandfather of George Washing¬ 
ton who became the first 
President of the United States. 
There are also coats of arms from 
the Lawrence and Washington 
families going back to 1390 
which show stars and stripes very 
similar to those used on the 
American flag." 

The fundraising event on Friday 
14 November will celebrate the 
Museum's re-established contact 


with the United States and will in¬ 
clude a live link with dignitaries 
from Dorchester and Boston Mas¬ 
sachusetts. The thanksgiving 
party will start at 5.30pm with a 
presentation of a new film about 
Dorset's heritage which will be in¬ 
troduced by Lord and Lady Fel- 
lowes of West Stafford. 
Entertainment will include the 
performance of a Mummers Play 
by the New Hardy Players and tra¬ 
ditional folk music by Jerry Bird.

which can be set to heat or cool only one 
side of the car when the driver is travelling 
alone; additional aerodynamic features 
beneath the car compared with the 
combustion-engined version; and super- 
low-rolling-resistance tyres, which can re¬ 
duce energy consumption by as much as 
ten per cent over regular low-rolling-resis¬ 
tance tyres. 

Batteries mounted beneath the car 

The Soul EV's batteries have an energy 
storage capacity of 27 kilowatt-hours - 
more than its competitors. They are 
mounted beneath the car in a special cas¬ 


ing which protects them from stone or 
gravel damage and spray thrown up by 
the wheels. The ducts to heat and cool 
them are located beneath the rear passen¬ 
ger seats. 

The remainder of the electric drive com¬ 
ponents are mounted beneath the bon¬ 
net, where the internal combustion engine 
would normally be located. Because an 
electric motor requires less cooling than a 
petrol or diesel engine, the front of the 
Soul EV has been blanked off where the ra¬ 
diator grille would normally be found.This 
brings aerodynamic benefits.

IT was a great day for West Bay Angling 
Club Junior member Ewan Chambers 
when he not only won the first of the Juras¬ 
sic League winter matches, but he became 
the first junior to win the annual Juniors v 
Parents competition that was run as part of 
the day’s fishing. 

This automatically won him the Junior 
Shore Festival Trophy as the first junior in 
the competition.

Despite plenty of fish coming to the 
scales, her catch looked hard to beat with 
mainly undersized specimens landed 
which included shore and five bearded 
rockling, bass, weever, flounder, whiting, 
pollack, shanny, sea scorpion and tompot 
blenny; all of whom were were returned to 
sea. 

Senior competitor Mike Hallett managed 
to land the most fish of the match with a 
remarkable eight different species but un¬ 
fortunately the catch was all undersize so 
Frances Kitchin maintained her lead with 
sizeable fish taking preference. 

Chambers moved into second place with 
two sizeable rockling, while president 


Dave Cornick managed to land a sizeable 
five bearded rockling putting him into third 
position. 

Weever fish were still predominant in the 
catches needing special care and one par¬ 
ticularly large specimen came to junior 
member Eden Lynham which turned out to 
be a new club record of 46g. 

As the match progressed it looked un¬ 
likely that Kitchin would be beaten until 
with just 15 minutes remaining, Chambers 
landed a third sizeable rockling which put 
him in the lead. 

Kitchin then landed a second sizeable 
rockling in the final minutes but it was not 
quite enough to take back the lead. 

Chambers success helped make up for 
having to settle for second place in the Sat¬ 
urday Junior League, which is fished from 
April to October for whom James 
Fawrence was the overall winner on both 
weight and points. 

All the competitors and their families en¬ 
joyed an excellent buffet provided by the 
Punch and Judy Bakery at the Sal thou se 
after which the presentations were made 
including the Saturday Junior Feague 
awards.
